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WHY THE TARIFF IS AN ISSUE 


The reappearance of the tariff as a 
major issue in the next Congress is 
looked up by some as the dragging 
out of an old skeleton which should 
be allowed to rest undisturbed. But 
the world conditions which bring 
about the necessity of a tariff are by 
no means stabilized. These condi- 
tions are the great inequalities be- 
tween the resources of various coun- 
tries, the varying standards of life 
of various peoples and the differences 
in the stage of development of va- 
rious industries. 

So long as there are unknown and 
undeveloped food resources in the 
world we cannot make a complete 
and accurate balance sheet of the 
world’s needs and probable produc- 
tion. 

The agricultural expansion of the 
United States is slowing down and 
the period of intense culture is be- 
ginning. This has led some to be- 
lieve that the expansion of producing 
areas throughout the world is at an 
end. But such an assumption is dan- 
gerous, Study your world map and 
note the undeveloped areas in South 
Central Africa, in Siberia, China and 
the high plateaus of Asia and con- 
template what human labor and de- 
velopment of natural resources may 
do in making productive these areas. 

We have not even laid the ‘tape 
over the possible new corn belts of 
the world. In South America this 
has been done to some extent by 
studying the limits, as fixed by tem- 
perature and rainfall, within which 
corn may be profitably grown. This 
study shows that the area where 
corn can be produced fs smaller than 
has been formerly estimated. Wheat, 
bowever, having the widest range of 
adaptability, can be grown in a 
much more extensive area. 

Recently the British Government 
has been surveying the agricultural 
possibilities of South Central Africa, 
and the hints of it lead to the con- 
clusion that there is a much larger 
area there suited to. corn and live- 
stock than has been estimated in 
the past. 

In Central Asia the geographic sur- 
veys have merely touched’ the edges 
of large areas which may be suited 
to livestock production. 

As each new area is explored and 
opened for settlement it disturbs the 
balance of production throughout the 
world; and to counteract the effect 
of cheap products coming from these 
new areas a tariff barrier is demand- 
ed in order to enable the producer 
on the older-established area to com- 
pete. 

The day for world free trade has 
not yet arrived. There are too many 
inequalities between nations, and as 
long as the first law of each nation 
is self-preservation tariff must con- 
tinue to be useful as an instrument 
of protection, 

The United States Department of 
Agriculture, through its Office of 
Farm Management, has been issuing 
from time to time world maps show- 
ing the geography of world agritul. 
ture. The preparation of these maps 
has been slow and tedious because 
of the absence of reliable data in 
many regions, and to many farmers 
the practical value of these studies 
has not been clear. But an under- 
standing of world-wide conditions is 
absolutely essential to the  intelli-} 
gent planning of a tariff system, Com- 
bine such studies with those made by 
the Tariff Commission and we get 
a background upon which to view the 
merit of the urgent requests for 
tariff changes, 

In the past we allowed the. tariff 
to become a political question to far 
too great an extent. It is essentially 
a scientific problem which can be 
worked out for a given time with 
certain mathematical accuracy; and

| There have been introduced at Sac- 


ramento by members of the legisla- 
ture who happen also to be lawyers 
a series of bills variously designed to 
“regulate the practice of law.” The 
crux of each of these bills is the 
same, namely to curb a very marked 
tendency of the general public to go 
to trust companies to have wills 
drawn, in which trust companies, in- 
stead of lawyers, are named as ex- 
ecutors, trustees and custodians. But 
because the law itself forbids class 
legislation, the framers of the various 
bills have found it virtually impossi- 
ble to limit the operations of the pro- 
posed acts to the corporations at 
which they are aimed and would cre- 
ate by legislation a monopoly of all 
acts which might be construed as 
“practicing” law. 

If the wise and upright and suc- 
cessful attorneys who are an orna- 
ment to the California bar will con- 
sider this sort of legislation they will 
probably advise their brothers at Sac- 
ramento to let all these measures 
sink into oblivion. The public is too 
jealous of its liberties not to re- 
gard with indignation any such at- 
tempt to create an artificial mon- 
opoly. The inevitable reaction would 
be to arouse general contempt for a 
profession which its would-be sup- 
porters would argue cannot be main- 
tained without special legislation. 

The trust companies do occupy a 
limited field which lawyers might 
have occupied. They do draw wills, 
which otherwise would not have been 
drawn; they do administer and con- 
serve estates which pass to heirs 
without uncertainties and litigation. 
They have taken some business out 
of the hands of lawyers. But there 
will be-found very few, even among 
the judges who are also lawyers, 
who will not say that trust compa- 
nies do this service at reasonable 
cost, accurately and faithfully. The 
world progresses, and even the law 
must recognize ,the march of im- 
provement. 

Under the bill most favored by the 
organized lawyers it would be _ille- 
gal for a realty firm to make a prac: 
tice of drawing deeds, leases, con- 
tracts, mortgages or other documents 
except in transactions to which it was 
itself a party; it would be illegal for 
a second-hand auto broker as a prac- 
tice to draw the lease and coiitract 
and other documents for the transfer 





of an auto from one owner to au- 
other. It would, be unlawful for 
country banks to serve their cus- 


tomers by filling out legal blanks for 
them in ordinary practice. The 
measure would make illegal literally 
thousands of transactions which are 
part of ordinary daily business pro- 
cedure. This is an age of legal 
blanks, of simplified descriptions, of 
established forms and of a general 
knowledge throughout the business 
world of business laws. The older, 
wiser, more successful lawyers may 
well advise the ones who clamor for 
law-created fees that such legisla- 
tion will injure an honorable profes- 
sion and lead to popular resentment.

port he was warranted in depending 
deserted and defeated him on grounds 
which were entirely unsubstantial, 
But his personal disappointment did 
not abate his party loyalty or his pa- 
triotic devotion; nor did it freeze 
the genial current of his soul, 

In all the contradictory phases of 
his long and distinguished career, he 
was intellectually and morally, as 
he was physically, a rugged, robust, 
full-sized American, whose services 
greatly benefited the nation. The 
nation and the world are better for 
his having lived, and are poorer for 
his death, His party, sorely stricken 
and greatly needing such leadership 
as his, is much bereft.
